*‘non-commital’’ or ‘‘not seen” af- 
ter their names, before a new lic- 
ense will be issued to any saloon 
in the town. Another point in the 
new law is that the one census will 
do tor each of the saloons, but that 
no matter whot the number of sig- 
ners it has nothing to do with the 
number of saloon licenses that are 
tobe issues, that is all left in the 
bands of the District Judge, and 
at any time he sees fit he may re- 
fuse a license to any particular 
person if he thinks they are not 


fit to handle the business in a law 
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respecting way. Judge Thomas 
appointed C. E, Webber and Ear! 
West to take the census, and they 
will begin on their duties tomor-

is that the compensation of col-
